The Town of Wilmington has agreed 
to pay $53,210.11 to the Drinkwater 
Realty Trust for a controversial 1973 
land taking. 

The settlement came as a final 
court judgement, in a suit in which the 
Drinkwater trust had sought $118,000 
from the town. 

Article 1 of a special town meeting 
‘on June 25, 1973 took the land as con- 
servation land. The town, at that 
time, appropriated $50,000 for the tak- 
ing. 

The ‘land involved was of ap- 
proximately 20% acres, known as 
Alderwood Estates III. Drinkwater 
had secured approval of the land as a 
subdivision, and was preparing to 
build. 

Alderwood Estates lies between 
Woburn Street and West Street and 
was build in two portions by separate 
developers. Part of the area is sub- 
ject to water problems, which led to 
the town’s taking the proposed third 
section of the subdivision.
